iy perceive through the Glaſle ( the caſement being 
then (hut)rhe ſame Gentlewoman ſtand,buſy abour 
ſomerhing which I could not diſcerne, and percet- 
ving her to be the ſame woman which I had there 
formerly ſcene, I began to thinke that ſhe might 
perchance lodge inthe ſame houſe,and knowing her 
tobea ſtranger,and not inhabirarit there,and that it 
was no fit place fora Gentlewoman of her faſhion 
(as ſhe ſeemed to be) to lodge in ſuch a place, 
whereas every houſe almoſt in the Lane was filled 
with pritoners, I began to enquire if ſhe were wife 
of any oriſoner,or it ſhewere a priſoner herlclte,be. 
cauſe ſuch women as are priſoners, doe for the moſt 
part lie inthe Lane;upon enquiry I underſtood that 
ſhe was neytier priſoner, nor priſoners wife, buta 
ftranger,newly come out of the City, and-that ſhe 
had noacquaintance there,but what ſhe had gotten 
ſirce ber firſt comming rhither, To be briefe,l un- 
dcritood that ſhe was a woman apt to giveenter- 


. tainementtoany that deſired her company, by rea- 


ſon whereof her honeſty was much ſuſpected, and 
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the generall report ;abour the ſtreet was , that ſhe 
was nO better then a whore: having underſtood thus 
much of her,I ofren attended to fee what company 
reſorted to the houſe,thinking therebyT ſhould the 
better conceive whether report had wronged her or 
not : At the laſt I perceived that divers Gentlemen, 
and men of great faſhion and worth had daily re- 
courſe thither, but more eſpecially,l noted one man 
toreſortunto her more then any of the reſt; & when 
that man was inthe houſe there could be no admit- 
rance for any other thar deſired ro ctime unto her, 
for by one frivolous excuſe or otherthey would fend 
them away without the {ight of the Gentlewoman:

I was a ſtranger unto her,and not 
knowne, eyther by perſon or name, and herfclfe as 
little knowne unto me, I was in doubt whether 
ſhe would receive any ſuch letters or rot, againe 
I thought, if 1 ſhould write unto her mn the nature

my name, and alchough ſhe ſeemed to be a little 
angry, yet I knew there was nothing 1n the Letter 
that the oo juſtly rax me for,but onely my bold- 
nes in ſends, having noe acquayntanceatall with 
her , and that-I thought ſhe would quickely for- 
get, when herangerwas a little qualified, and if 1t 
were not extreame, I thought it might bean occa- 


fon thar ] ſhould more often ſee her at her win- 


dow: for women are not alwayes angry when they 
ſeeme ſoto be, and indeede fo it fell out, for after

very bright, and looking tow ards her Chamder, I 
eſpyed thecaſement of her window to be open, and 
perceiving noe light to be in the roome,I thoughr 
how] might conn ey my Letter 1n at her window, 
where ſhee finding ſuch a thing to ly , could nor 
chuſe bur open the ſame, not ſuſpe&ing but that 
£ ſoine of the fame houſe having continuall inter- 
courſe into her Chamber | might eyther forget ir 
behind them, or leave it for her toreade over, where- 
fcr2 foliowing this opportunity, I tooke my Pen, 

and wrote certaine Verſes unto her, and onely fol 
ding up the papcr, withour any Sea'e or direction 
uponit,with the helpe of a long Pole which I had 
in my Chamber, I made ſuch ſhift that I put the 
Letter in at her window , and with the end of the 
Pole ſhut the caſement leſt ſhe ſhould ſuſpect 
which way the Letter ſhould come, the Verſes.

ty was placed , that there ſhopld warit vertue to a- 
dorne 1t,and make it truely love- worthy:and having 
a ſetled determination 10 know of what coyne ſhe 


was ſtamped, whether Gold or Copper, and if I 


ſhould 
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ſhould finde her to be of the worſt, which I did 
much ſuſpe& , that then I wou!d ule the beſt art, 
and $k1ll I could, ro have her caſt in a new mould, 
and to purge the drofſe out of her, that ſhe might 
be refyned to purer mettall. VVilling therefore to 
enter 1nto ſome difcourſe with her,no perſon being 
in the roome but her ſelfe, I began in this manner 
to ſalute her : | 
Fayre Lady, I have upon no acquaintance at all 
beene bold ro trouble you with my writing, where- 
in I feareI have much offended, yet am glad that 
] have ſo good an opportunity to crave pardon for 
my errours, which I now doe, 1atreating you nor 
to conceive any wrong thereby intended, bur to

Sir, ſayd ſhe, are you the Gentleman that 
wrote thoſe pleaſant verſes to me not long ſince, 
and ſent them to my chamber by I know not 
whom : I am the ſame,ſayd I,and am ſorry it eyther 
the meſſenger, or the ſender have diſpleafed you ; 
no great difplcaſure , ſayd (ſhe, but I thought 1t 
ſtrange to receive Letters from one that I knew 
not, and written in ſucha faſhion as I was igno- 
rant..in what ſenſe to conſture them - and now 
I know you are.the ſame that ſo lately conveyed 
another Letter written in verſe likewiſe into my 
chamber window, I have often wondred hoy it 
ſhould come thither, pray let me crave ſo much 
of yorras totell me truely what meanes you uſed 
| rt 
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to have it layd there, and who brought it thicher, 
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will tell you truely, fayd 1,upon this condition, firſt 
that you will pardon my boldneſle therein, then 
whether it were delivered unto you by anorher, or 
found by your ſelfe in the window, for the firſt, fayd 
ſhe, I doe freely forgive,and for the later, I confeſle 
truely that] found it my ſelfe in the window , bur 
knew not how it came thither, then, ſayd I, I will 
tel! you,and ſo 1 acquainted her with the manner of 
it as before is expreſſed, Hercupon we entred into 
further diſcourſe, and having knowne each others 
name, and all former offences abſolutely forgiven, 
we agreed to be better acquainted, and that ſhe 
would come once every afternoone 1nto the ſame 
roome of purpoſe totalke with me,and to ſpend the 
time in ſome pleaſant diſcourſe, wherein ſhe was 
many dats as good as her word, where we talked 
of thoſe things which beſt pleaſed us, and One day 
among the reſt talking of ſome amorous diſcourſe, 
ſhe began thus. Sir, ſayd ſhe, you are one thar 
can make verſes,and have sk1ll in poetry,and I make 
no queſtion but ſome things lie. by you of your 


owne invention, eyther to try what your owne art. 


can do,or taentertaine ſuch Gentlewomen withall 
as you ſhall be beſt affeed unto, and therefore ler 
me intreat you to bring ſome of your odde papers 


with you, and ſitwith me, eyther here or in my 


chamber, for I doe like your veine in writing fo 
well,that Iam perſwaded I ſhall rake greatdelight 
1n reading ſome of your owne workes, I make no 
queſtion but though you arc a priſoner, you may 


come {© farre, becauſe I ſee daily ſuchas ate priſo- 
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priſoners paſle freely intoany part of the Laneand 
if you pleaſe to take that: paynes you ſhall nor 
finde me unwLling to requite ir, jt it lyeth in my 
rower. Iwas glad to heare her ſay thus much, de. 
!11ing noching more then to have ſuch anoppertu- 
nity tO conferre privately with her at her chamber, 
yet alwaies reſolved not to doe or attempt any 
thing but what ſhould befit an honeſt man, onely 
I had fuch a compeſſionate love to thoſe ſiveere 
lookes, that I thought it was pity they ſhould nor 
be accompanicd with a Cue meaſure of grace, and 
therefore I thanked her greatly that ſhe would ſheww 

ie ſohigh a favour, and promiſed toatrend her at 
her chamber within a day or twoafter, and fo we 
parted for that time, The next day perceiving her 
alone at her window, I cal'ed to her, and told ber,

ſpeeches co that purpoſe,but taking leaveof her for 
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that time ſhe Intreated me that I would be no 
{tranger at her Chamber, for that ſhe ſhould rake 
it very kindly if I would comeand fit with her at 
my leaſine times when I had nothing elſe to 
doe, which [ promiſcd her to pertorme,But aiter- 
wards conſidering with my felte, it I ſhould of- 
ten reſort thither, it might be a cauſe that ſomc 
malignant tongue would {peake worſe of me then 
I. deſerved, and thercby draw a ſcandall upon my 
felfe, whichonce gotten would nor be cafily 
ſhaken off. I did therefore forbeare going to her 
chamber, yet every day , ſhe ſitting in the Em. 
broyderers roome , we had conference rogether, 
and ſo continued our acquayntance, where often 
talking with her, at length ſhe told me ſhe was to 
oe from thence, and to lie in the Towne, and al- 
ked me, if I did not goe fomerimes abroad in thc 
City, I anſivered her, did : and deſired that if ſhc 
pleated to tel] me where ſhe lay in the Towne, I 
would make bold to viſit her at her lodging : ſhe 
told me where I ſhould finde her, who ſhortly after 
gong from the place where ſhe then lay,ſent a note 
:1n writing, intreating me not to forget my promiſe 
to viſit herather lodging,and therein ſer downe the 
place where IT ſhould enquire for her, It was not 
Jong atter but I had occaſion to goe into London in 
company of another Gentleman, and paſſing necre 
the placewherc ſhe lay,determined togoe viſit her, 
and ſo enquiring for her at her lodging we were 
roid that ſhe lay there, but ſhe was that day abroad 
ar dinner with certaine Gentlemen, but where, or 
with whom they knew not : whereupon we retur- 
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ning thence, it came in our minds to goe to a Ta- 
verne not farre off, to drinke a pint of Vine, and 
if occaſion {erved to.cnquire whether fuch a Gen- 
tlewoman did lie in the {trecte,and what ſhe was, 
where comming in, we were brought into alittle 
r9ome fitting our company , where, as we werc 
drinking of our Wine, we heard muſicke, and 
much mirth , in the next roome unto us, and cn- 
quiring what company was there, we underſtood 
that there were-two or three Gentlewomen , with 
divers gallants in their company that dyned there 
that day, but what they were, we could by no 
meanes underſtand, whereupon I 1ntreated one 
of the drawers to helpe me. privately to a ſight 
of them, for I thought I did heare the voyce of 
one that I knew, he preſently brings me to a 
ſecret place where 1 might diſcover the whole 
company, and among(t them all, I perceived the 
ſame Gentlewoman that I came that day to vi- 
fit, and noteing her carriage with the reſt of 
her affociats, ſhe ſeemed ro me more jocund, 
merry,and familiar than any womanreſpeting her 
honefty;and her credit would have beene,I defired 
the Gentleman that was with me, that we mighr 
ſtay, and feethe concluſion, and parting of that 
company,who was contented and thereupon under. 
ſtanding that they intended to ſup there,we reſoived 
to ſup there alſo, by our ſelves in the little roome, 
where we wereat the firſt placed, by which meanes 
we both heard and ſaiv moſt of their converſation, 
preſently after ſupper they diſmiſſed their muſicke, 


and having all of them well ſteeped their braines'in

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Wine, they then began to ſhew of what merall they 
were made, where after much rude, and unſeeme! 
behaviour , they diſcharged the houſe, and went 
their way : my friend, and I having likewiſ- payd 
our reckoniag followed after them, to {ce the utter. 
mo event of this meeting : they had not gon- tarre 
from the Taverne but the company parted, and 
onely one Gentleman coqducted my acquaintance 
ro her lodging , where ſo ſoone as we ſaw them to 
enter the houſe, we betooke our ſelves likewile tg 
our lodgings, having by that daies worke ſounded 
more of her diſpoſtrian, then I had done in all the 
tineof my acquaidtance before. For whereas [ was 
Till then led by report,and ſome ſuſpition which [ 
drew from my owne conjecture, I now ſaw ſo much 
of her cartiage that I could not conceive that her 
former report had wronged her. Not many daies 
after, I tooke an occaſion to write uato her,and the 
effe& of my Letters was this, That I had lately bin

profitable both to her {ou'e,and boly. Vhereforc
